Killed in Battle by 
Ezeta’s Men. 


The Rebel's Indlan Allies Slaughtered 
‘by the Government Troops. 


The Battle the Most Sanguinary of 
the Present War. 


Salvadoreans Seeking to Capture a 
Guatemalan Commissioner Ro- 
turning from Europe with 
Much Gold. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 2.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Herald’s special 
from La Libertad tells the story of 
the treachery of Gen. Rivas. When 
Gen. Ezeta heard the rumor that Rivas 
proposed to move on the capital he 
sent his brother, Gen. Antonio Ezeta, 
with two thousand veterans to follow 
Rivas’s Indian army. They succeeded, 
after a hard fight, in driving him from 


the capital after he had looted many 
stores. Rlvas retreated to Santa 
Tecla, and when Ezeta's force came 
up the most desperate battle of the 
present war ensued. bor forty-eight 
hours the fight raged. The Indians 
fought more like demons than men, 
When they lost their rifles, their favor- 
ite weapon, the knife, was used with 
most deadly effect. The Indians were 
mowed down by a deadly rain of lead 
from Ezeta's army, which never 
wavered from its duty. 
At last Kivas was shot through the 
back and fell dead in his tracks, and 
the Indians became demoralized and 
were scattered by Ezeta’s veterans 
cre chaff before the wind.

S. Nicoletti Sues the Herald for 

$50,000 for Libel. 

The difficulties between the Herald 
and certain members of the local 
Democracy assumed a new phase yes- 
terday by the filing of papers with the 
County Clerk by Stephen Nicoletti in a 
$50,000 libel suit. Nicoletti is the 
keeper of the New High-street saloon 
which came in for unfavorable men- 
tion in the course of the affair, and is 
the man to whom allusion was made in 
the ‘Let-us-have-a-Democratic-move- 
ment“ -editorial as having served a 
term in San Quentin. A retraction of 
the statement has since appeared in 
the editorial columns of the Herald, 
but this, it seems, has not satisfied the 
injured feelings of Nicoletti. 

In the complaint filed the plaintiff 

sets forth that the defentanfs, well 
knowing the premises, did on the 26th 
of July, 1890, caused to be published in 
— Herald certain false and defama- 
matter, of and concerning the 
pia ntiff.“ The famous editorial, 
‘Let Us Have a Democratic Move- 
ment,“ is then quoted in full. 
The complaint then continues: 
“That afterward, to wit, on the 26th 
day of July, 1890, the said J. D. 
Lynch, one of the defendants herein, 
at the law office of Stephen M. White 
did publicly assert that the plaintik 
herein was the person to whom he had 
reference in the foregoing article as 
having served a term of imprisonment 
in San Quentin.“ 
The utterances of Mr. Lynch at the 
meeting in Mr. White’s office are then 
quoted. 
The complaint proceeds: The said 
language was pa lished of and con- 
cerning the plaintiff by the defendants 
as aforesaid with the intent and mean- 
ing to convey, and the same was by 
the person who read such language 80 
published as aforesaid understood and 
believed to convey, a charge that 
plaintiff had served a term of im- 
risonment in the Penitentiary at San 
uentin.

BROOKS GETS A NEW rem. 


Appearance of His Wife W Court— 
The Chinese Murder Trial— 
Several Witnesses 
amined—Notess 


644 


Thomas A. Brooks, who was a short 
time ago tried and convicted of com- 
mitting rape on the person of Anna 
Caskey, now his wife, was yesterday 
granted a new trial. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon, while 
the Chinese murder trial waa in pro- 
gress before Judge McKinley, ‘Brooks 
was brought into court, accompanied 
by his wite and by his mother. ©. C. 
Stephens, Esq., his attorney, presented 
an affidavit from the wife which, he 
said, offered sufficient new evidence to 
admit of a motion for a new trial. Mr. 
Stephens remarked that he had had 
the girl brought into court in order 
that the Judge might take a look at 
her. Ithad always been represented 
during the trial that she was a young 
thing—a mere child—and it was under 
the influence of this idea that the jury 
had returned its verdict of guilty. 

Judge McKinléy, as the argument 
was in progress, cast a few furtive 
glances at the defendant’s wife, who 
was seated beside her husband within 
the box. 
woman of 20, being tall and well 
formed, and weighing perhaps one 
hundred and forty pounds. There was 
nothing to suggest the 14-year-old girl, 
except a very innocent face. 

Mr. Stephens argued at length upon 
the point of law involved in the quasi 
marriage, maintaining that as the girl 
believed herself married to Broo 
and as he asserted that he meant to 
marry her, they were 8 together 
in what the law regarded as a PVold- 
able“ marriage, viz., — with a 
minor, which could be made null at 
the demand of the guardian of the 
child.

A STRONG GOVERNOR “NEEDED. 


The State tax levy last year was 72 
cents, against 50 cehts in the preceding 
year. This was the heaviest State tax 
levied in the United States for the 
same period, with the exception of 
that of Nevada, which was 90 cents. 
In New York it was W cents, aud in 
Ohio 27 cents, althovgh both those 
States have large debts. Our late un- 
lamented Legislature shoveléd out of 
the State coffers the enormous sum of 
$12,734,010, besides 12 per cent for 
cost of collection and delinquency. 

The San Francisco Bulletin, à journal 
much affected by the merchants and 
solid taxpayers of San Francisco, has 
for many years kept up an agressive 
War upon municipal and State ex- 
travagance. It has devoted special 
attention to the reckless wastefulness 
displayed by the late Legislature in 
handling the people’s money. After 
asserting that the most important 
State question before us at the present 
time is how a repetition of this pillage 
cap be prevented, the Bulletin says: 
Seal tor the protection of the 

a grea or no 
State. The Le isiature of 1891 will not 
differ very materially from any of ite prede- 
cessors. ‘There is no solid ground the 
hope that any consideration for 
interest will be found in it. No nge for 
the better can be brought about without a 
change being made in me 
selecting law-makers.. No stan of dny 
movement of that kind te ahywhere die- 
cernible. A Legislature bent on shoveling 
out the people's money be looked for in 
1891 with congiderable certairty.

But if the Governor joins with boodle 
and merely insists upoo bis own share 
the swag, we will be again undone. It is 
quite evident under the circumstances that 
uo ordinary man can fill acceptably the 
place of Chief Magistrate. He must have 
will enough to deny himself to all callers 
during the last tem s of the session of 
the Legisiature, and in the privacy of his 
office, acting on his conscience and bis 
knowledge of the law apd public affairs, 
slash right and left at the work of th 
boodlers. No man who is not endowed 
with the courage and the knowledge to fol- 
low the line of policy above indicated, can 
retire from the Governorship without die- 
grace. It is an office which no man desti- 
tute of the qualifications stated should seek 
to undertake, who has any regard for his 
future reputation. It is a station in whieh 
much will de required. . Merciless criticism 
will be sure to follow a failure. — 


There is much truth in what the Bul- 
letinsays. The people of California 
have had a serious lesson and should 
take it to heart. Unfortunately, as the 
Bulletin observes, little reliance can be 
placed upon the Legislature, as a 
power for good. We must have a 
strong Governor—a man with a will of 
his own and a determination to enforce 
it.

| “THE PARTY OF PROTEST. 


Columbus Democrats Object to the 
Federal Election Bill. 
(O.,) Aug. 2.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A meeting under the 
auspices of the Thurman Club to pro- 
test against the passage of the Federal 
Election Bill was held at the east 
front of the Capitol, this evening. 
About fifteen hundred persons were 
present, It was expected that Judge 
Thurman would preside and make a 
brief speech, but when the committee 
called to escort him to the meeting he 
presented them with a letter to be read, 
which contained his regrets, and the 
information that sickness alone pre- 
vented him from fulfilling his promise. 
He wrote briefly in denunciation of 
the bill, and ite provisions, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the measure 
would not pass the Senate. 

A letter of regret was read from ex- 
President Cleveland in which he ex- 
pressed the desire to be enrolled among 
those who protest against the passage 
of the bill, and expressing a wish that 
indications were not so numerous that 
a climax of Congressional recklessness 
has been reached in which the protests 
of the people have little weight. 

Senator-elect Brice sent a letter say- 
ing that the pio law is repugnant 
to Democratic ideas and full of danger 
‘to the Republic. Several speeches 
made against the bill. 
v. Campbell was not reached 
in the list of speakers until a late 
hour, and did not talk at length.

He exhibited 
a scrap of cloth, cut from the shroud 
of Rameses II, and gave a creditable 
account of how he came by it. 
Scarabei, or tumble-bugs, of wood, 
stone and porcelain, were also shown. 
These were taken from a pharaotis 
mummy, where they are placed when 
the body is embalmed, and signify 
that man sprang from nothing. 


Speaking of Exyptian literature, he 
aid Tue Man's Compan- 
ion’? was published, twenty-five hun- 


dred years before the time of Moses, 
and the prophet had access to the 
‘Guide to Good Manners,” a thou- 
sand years old. 

The speaker did not aim to amuse, 
but he gave a plain and accurate nar- 
rative of thatleading race of antiquity. 
He carefully understands his subject 
and closely analyzes the details of an- 
life. He presents

Post Boy Wins Over Tom in 
Three Straight Heats. 


BELL EASILY DEFEATS SYME. 


A Large Crowd Present at the Driv- 
ing Park—More Water Bonds— 
Work of Councilmen— 
Personal News. 


Yesterday seemed made for the 
races. The heavy fog that hung over 
town during the morning had all dis- 
appeared by noon, leaving the sky 
cloudless, and a brisk, bracing breeze 
blowing which bravely counteracted 
any discomfort that might have arisen 
from the tendency of the mercury to 
rise skyward. It was a perfect day, 
and the races proved worthy of it. 

Never in the history of the town has 
so much interest been manifested in 
local sporting events as centered in 

esterday’s two races. Ever since Mr. 

ll got Mr. Syme to sign an agree- 
ment to run him a mile on the after- 
noon of the 2d of August, the two 
sprinters have furnished the town 
topic of supreme interest. After the 
men went fairly into training the most 
wonderful stories began to be circulated 
concerning their speed and powers of 
endurance. Mr. Bell was said to have 
lowered the world’s mile record with 
ease while out practicing cne after- 
hoon. Mr. Syme’s friends said that 
that gentleman frequently tripped it 
off to San Bernardino in a day and 
back the next without tiring a muscle, 
while his speed for a mile was kept a 
dark secret, although the hint was 
thrown out that he could move ata 
phenomenal pace when he cared to. 

So the betting men in particular and 
the public in general were left in 
most tantalizing state of perplexity 
as to what the outcome would 
be. And it was the same 
way with the horse race. The mere 
fact that Harry Wyatt had matched 
Tom against Post Boy so soon after his 
Fourth of July defeat, and for a good 
round sum at that, was sufficient to 
make many believe the black horse 
would turn the tabies on his doughty 
bay rival. So most of the money 
offered on Post Boy was quickly cov- 
ered by Tom’s admirers, and the result 
of this race was as much in doubt as 
that of the Bell-Syme match. 

At 2 o’clock, the hour set for the 
races to begin, there were nearly a thou- 
sand people on the grounds, and every 
man and woman present had some 
particular favorite, and enthused 
accordingly. A sprinkling of 
Angeles sports mingled 
with the hundreds of Pasadenians 
present, and the grand stand con- 
tained a large number of the fair sex. 
Considerable money changed hands, 
but the crowd was a good natured one, 
and the losers without exception 

the result gracefully. 

Willtam Wincup, superintendent of 
the Cross road, Robert Vandevoort 
and T. L. Hoag were the judges; Dr. 
Ward B. Rowland and Stewart Harold 
held the watches. The horses ap- 
peared on the track shortly after 2 
o’clock. Both showed up well. The 
second time they passed under the 
wire “go’’ was given. Post Boy, 
driven by George Greely, had the pole. 
Up the quarter they trotted neck and 
neck, Gibbon, Tom’s driver, crowding 
in uncomfortably close. Before an 
eighth of a mile had been covered the 
sulky wheels came together and there 
was asharp ‘“‘click’’ as if something 
had broken. Both horses lost their 
feet, but Post Boy recovered first and 
gained a good two lengths on the other 
horse. He kept the lead to the finish, 
and covered the half-milein 1:20 4-5, 
Both jockeys claimed a foul, Gibbon 
asserting that Greely had turned out 
of his course, thereby causing the col- 
lision.

Syme 
was very apparently more fagged out 
than the winner. 

The second heat between Post Boy 
and Tom was won by the former in 
1:19. The winner rounded the circle 
in fine style without a break, and won 
with ease. The other horse lacked the 
same steadiness, and lost his feet sev- 
eral times. 

The third heat was a repetition of 
the second, only Post Boy won in one 
second better time, or 2:18. Tom kept 
close behind the bay until nearing the 
home stretch, when he made oue of 
his unfortunate breaks and lost the 
heat and the race besides. The ex- 
citement that followed indicated how 
general was the satisfaction over the 
result.

POULTRY. 


(Hall's Journal of Health.! 

Let one of the children assume the 
care of the poultry yard if you have not 
the time to make ita feature of your 
farming. ncourage him by selling 
him the fowl at a fair price, allowing 
him to pay for them in eggs, which you 
buy at the regular price, or which are 
sold and placed to his account. Get 
him to keep his own accounts; let him 
pay for the feed purchased by the sale 
of eggs and chickens. The boy will be 
happier for the experiment, and he 
will gain habits of industry that will 
be valuable to him all his life. 

Spade up the poultry yards and — 
vent disease among the fewl. Scatter 
lime freely on the ground before and 
after spading. Lime prgvents roup, 
gapes and cholera. 

any pe who livein the country 
would be glad to keep chickens if it 
were not for the fact that they are 
everlastingly in the way, scratching up 
every seed and flower that can be 
planted, and without a restraiaing cor- 
ral, 1 are sometimes counted 
among the unendurable nuisances of 
country life, but it is very desirable to 
have poultry of various sorts and if it 
can be made to earn its living by de- 
stroying insect pests so much the 
better. When chickens are trained 
from the first to live in the orchard, 
they like no place better and 
will be perfectl content to 
scratch in the irt for worms 
and catch bugs and insects of every 
kind which come near enough to the 
ground. In this way small orchards 
especially can be greatly benefited. 
Ducks, guineas, turkeys and chickens 
are all exceedingly fond of 
bugs and worms of nearly all kinds,and 
if you watch them hunting in the 
orchard for u while you are sure to be 
convinced that they are a most excel- 
lent destroyer of pests. By this com- 
bination the chickeus are, at least, 
artly fed and the bugs are converted 
nto useful animation. It can scarcely 
be said that chickens will injure fruit, 
because they will only peck at that 
which falls to the ground m a partly 
decayed or injured condition. Ex. 


Iron for Trees. 
1Pacific Rural Press.) 

In a pleasant hour passed with J. M. 
Bassford, Sr., of Vacaville, we learned 
some ints that seem too good to 
keep. Near the house, in hard ground, 
be showed us a Bartlett pear tree, 
about ten inches in diameter, from 
which he picked two boxes last year 
and then weighed 1340 pounds of the 
balance of the crop, making 1420 
pounds from that one tree. It is now 
well set with another crop of pears, 
and is remarkably luxuriant in foliage. 
Mr. Bassford says the secret of this 
and other remarkable yields is in 
fertilizing with iron filings or cop- 
peras. This tree had a pint cupful of 
iron filings about it; nothing else un- 
usual. Mr. B. had known for a long 
time that driving nails or spikes into 
trees would induce fruit-bearing, and 
afterward noticed that where a sink 
had been disinfected with copperas its 
drainage had produced wonderful 
fruitage. Last winter he contracted 
for copperas by the ton to apply to bis 
trees, but the wet weather and bad 
roads interfered with his plans. At 
his son’s place, in Napa county, he ex- 

erimented with a few trees, without 
etting them know. Now they are 
wondering why these few trees bear so 
much more than the others.

Bobbing Around. 


MISS PAULINE HALL’S DICTUM. 


She Says That Men May Sometimes 
Pad—Reminiscences of a First 
Appearance in Tights— 
Cosmetics.

New York, July 25.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.| How to become a prima 
donna, how to keep the voice fresh, do 
comic opera singers pad when wearing 


tights, and what should be done to re-“ 


tain a healthy, beautiful complexion, 


are questions often asked me by these. 


who are dazzled by the illusions of the 
stage as seen in front of the footlights. 
Some eight years ago I was achorus 
girl wearing tights, dressing half a 
dozen times in one evening and proudly 
earning my small weekly stipend, 
which enabled me to live a fru- 
Kal. Snartan-like existence. It was 
an experience that 1 do not re- 
gret, because it taught me patience, 
wedded me to perseverance and di- 
vorced me from the fatal ambition of 
wishing to become a full-fledged pees 
donna at one sad amateur bound. 80 
many begin on top and*descend, not 
having mastered the auxiliary re- 
quirements necessary for permanent 
success. I have often thought of 
Pope’s lines, Honor and fame from 
no condition rise; act’ well your part, 
there all the the honor lies.“ 


Good orm. 
When acting some minor part these 


lines have inspired me to do my best. 


ES My ambition was never voulting, and 
so I avoided the humiliation of egre- 
To use an .agricultural 
eseayed roles when I felt 
Ar too tobe. table to the taste of 
ien audience. I hever under- 


opera. my dressing-room, when 
Others were singing on the stage, I 
caught the music of their parts and 
could sing it as well as my own. 

How to begin, how to work up from 
the chorus is the question. 

I can only say, be energetic, have 
faith in yourself, and be more or less 
favored by Nature with a good voice, 
a fine shape and the requisite talent. 
I never studied in Europe, and on the 
whole 1 am contented that I never 
had the desire or opportunity. 
Where are the comic opera 
prima donnas who studied for 
no in Europe? None of them 

ave met with great success, but just 
the contrary. If I did not wish to be 
personal I could mention half a dozen 
young ladies who graduated in Europe 
at the great conservatories, came bere 
and without any apparent effort made 
lamentable failures, Perhaps if they 
had begun in the chorus and gradually 
worked up the result would have been 
different. 

To succeed in comic opera requires 
more talent than a sweet voice. In 
fact, a prima donna in comic opera 
‘should be fine looking, shapely, be 
able to act, have a certain chic, and of 


course, know how to sing. 


I want to say something about the 
selection of an opera company. In- 
deed, I intend to make an innovation 
which will give the public an 
agreeable surprise. Instead of 
surrounding myself with a lot 
of and homely chorus 
girls, I will select them with an eye to 
their beauty of face and shapeliness of 
legs. It is a mistake to suppose that 
chorus girls are never looked at, but 
simply heard. They are the cynosure 
of every male eye in the audience, and 
many ladies like to gaze upon pretty 
chorus girls. Recently I engaged a 
number of chorus girls. I had them 

ut on tights and present themselves 
or inspection, and whenever their 
legs were out of proportion or bony I 
refused to employ them. Ido not in- 


tend to have nondescript legs bobbing 


around on the stage in my company. 


Handicapped heavily. — 


A girl with bow legs need not apply, 


for she would certainly hoodoo every 
performance. 

Then there is the lean shank girl, 
who is nimble on her feet and often- 
times has a good-looking face, who is 
debarred. It is a study to gaze at tho 
nether limbs of girls who apply for a 

lace in the chorus. Some have big 
— that bulge out and murder the 
symmetry of the legs, while others are 
handicapped with fearfully big feet. 
Then others have all calves and no 
hips, and vice versa. 

Ot course I do not expect to find a 
Venus de Milo in everg girl that ap- 


ment the stage and delight the audi- 
ence. I shail also examine the com- 
plexious of my chorus girls, because 
so many of them have complexions that 
allthe paint in the world could not 
beautify. 


One more point in the selection of 
my ideal opera company. I have se- 
lected the second lady for beauty and 
voice, although some one said it was 
unwise to have a rival on the stage to 
attract and share the 1 Now 
that is just what I want. If my lead- 
ing lady draws it will please and not 
make me jealous. The more attrac- 
tions in my company the happier I will 
be because my treasury will be the 


iner. 

About tights! 

Tights have a mysterious signifi- 
cance, a halo of poetical romance about 
them to the layman, but to the profes- 
sional they convey nothing not associ- 
uted with stern reality and hard work. 
Imagine the confusion, the undressed 
feeling that surges through the bosom 
of the young débutante as she emerges 
from the shadowy flies into the full 

lare of the footlights. Every eye is 
ocused upon her an she 
imagines the criticism that greets 
her appearance. But if she has 
to sing and act, the peculiar feeling 
wears off the artiste asserts herself. 
No woman on the comic opera stage is 
fond of wearing tights. I know I had 
rather enact roles that do not require 
tights. The rustle of the skirt is 


been used to heavy covering; s0, nat- 
urally, thin tights, or heavy tights for 
that matter, are foreign to and incom- 
patible with the daily custom of 
women. One touch of nature makes 


the whole world kin, and when 
dress is in quéstion women folk 
are in close affinity. Women 


on the stage have the same feelings, 
the same impulses, hopes and longings 
as their non-professionsi sisters. But 
‘we bave often to sacrifice our feelings 
for. art, and as sacrifices have to

first time in the claro of the footlights 
and hear buzz of voices that 
greeted me. My desire was to retreat 
and discard my suit of clothes, but the 
music kept me on the stage, and some- 
how I got bravely throug 

Padding the legs! 

I have never had to pad when wear- 
ing tights. The public is skeptical 
aud thinks a majority of women with 
shapely figures on the stage owe ali to 
art and nothing to Nature. It has 
never been my misfortune to haye to 
try andimprove upon Nature, but I 
have seen the more or less successful 
efforts of others in that direction. 
Many women on the stage do pad, but 
not as much as might be supposed. An 
onein the audience with critical dis- 
cernment can tell when a woman on the 
stage wearing tights is padded. If 
she has her legs padded her arms are, 
of course, out of proportion, and fre- 
quently her bust is so small that any 
ove with half an eye can see the mis- 
fit. The old days of sawdust padding 
existed long before my appearance 
upon the stage. 

adding is as near a fine art as pos- 
sible, but it can never simulate the 
— and symmetry of Nature nor 
appeal to the esthetical eye of the 
trained connoisseur. 

I knew a young lady who was rather 
thin but symmetrical, who conceived 
the idea of padding. The result was 
‘she appeared .ungainly, and the dis- 
parity between the size of her legs and 
her aruis was 80 great it almost pro- 
voked laughter. Judicious advice was 
given to ber, and she gradually re- 
duced her size. Oue day she dis- 
carded her padded. tights altogether, 
and the result s she looked one 
hundred times better aud was much 
admired. 

Occasionaily there is some excuse for 
a little padding. If a leg is not shapely 
on account of a shrunken calf a few 
layers of lamb’s wool will remedy the 
defect, The outside tights are over 
utility tights, and carefully padded on 
the inside of the latter is the lamb’s 
wool that gives shape and heauty to 
many an otherwise ungainly-looking 
leg. By carefully padding the inside 
ughts legs can be made larger all over, 
but they betray the possessor by the 
lack of proportion to the other limbs. 
Few women appear in one pair of 
tights, because an accident, a sudden 
rent would expose the flesh to the audi- 
ence. Butthe under tights are not 
worn especially for that reason. They 
help to keep the wearer warm and pre- 
vent the outside tights from getting 
soiled by perspiration. 

I desire to protest against the criti- 
cism directed against the women who 
appear in tights, because I think, with 
all their alleged vanity, men are more 
vain and pad themselves more ludi- 
crously. Not long ago I was surprised 
and amused to see an actor’s arms 
padded until they looked like those of 
Ajax defying lightning. Of course bis 
neck and body were too small to match 
such large arms and he looked ridicu- 
lous. — 

‘Men on the stage are careful about 
having the calves of their legs bulge 
out sufficiently, and I presume if vari- 
cose veins were popular, few actors 
would be without them. There are 
many exceptions to the rule. Come- 
dians who bave made reputations do 
not care to pad to any extent unless 
some glaring personal defect exists. 
We- have _ bow-legged, thin- 
shanked, and obese, 
and stout and emaciated comedians 


their ungainly anatomy. The come- 
dian is fond of — and is not 
eaten up with vanity about his looks. 
Whenever a comedian prides himself 


plies, but Ido hope to find a cert ain 
puichritudinous charm tbat will orna- 


familiar to women, and their legs have 


upon looking like an Adonis, au & rule 
he is not much of a success. Tenots are 
apt to be either too thin or too stout, 
and have romantic d positions. Often 
they call in the aid of art and ry O do 
something to assist Nature. I Rue a 
tenor now singing in England, whohad 
a pug nose. Indeed his nose looked as 
if it bad been thrown upon his face 
and only the nostril end stuck, He 
had a regular swayback nose, and 
singing romautic parts.of course 
illusion was destroyed by his realistic 
proboscis, One day he hit upon the 
happy pian of building a bridge, mak - 
ing his nose a perfect aquiline, It 
worked likeacharm and made him 
appear very handsome. One fatal 
night the comedian got to skylarking 
and interpolating, and dashed water 
on the tenor’s nose. The bridge on 
his nose was swept away, and 
the audience roared’ with delight. 
They thought ita part of the opera, 
but the tenor wanted to fight the com- 
edian. Now, I think the tenor was 
ustified in making a perfect nose, 

ause his face in its natural state 
would have destroyed the roma@nmtic 
character he essayed, 

What can equal the vanity of a man 
who wears corsets? I am told that 
some few men have been knows to 
wear corsets in order to give shape to 
their bodies, These men, lam happy 
to say, were not professionals. 

Men on the stage wear many vVarie- 
ties of dress and costumes themselves 
regardless of cost, but I've never heard 
of one who had the temerity to appear 
on the boards wearing a corset... And 
talk about shape and malformations! 
Why, very few men have perfegh 
icial proportions. The Apolie vi- 
deres are so scarce that when @ really 
handsome actor, fine physique gd all 
that, appears, he becomes the rage 
whether he has much talent or not. Por- 
sonal beauty, therefore, cammotbe 


scoffed at either in m or 
female.

The ethics of tights is a question 
that occupies the attention o ple 
off the stage more than those who are 
forced to wear abbreviated habili- 
ments. If the 83 who are eager to 
condemn would as generous as 
Hamlet when he said: There is noth- 
ing good or bad but thinking makes it 
so,” they would find little to take of- 


fense at in the — of a pair of tights. 
An artiste who her heart in her 
work is not trying to create 


an effect with her tights alone, for 
her sole idea is to portray truthfully 
the character she may be essaying. 


The characters in the opera are im- 


aginary,and the artiste is trying ber 
best to make an illusion real enough 
to please her auditors. Why, then, 
should some moralist cry out against 
tights. and declare they tend to de- 
moralize and not elevate? The pur- 
pose of the artiste is genuine, and her 
object is to entertain and elevate by 
depicting the foibles and weaknesses 
of human nature. Anything can be 
carried to a harmful excess. One can 
eat too much and säffer from it. A 
young lady can go to a ball and dance 
too much for her health. And even 
shows that make a specialty of display- 
ing tights and nothiug else are, I con- 
fess, anything but elevating. In grand 
opera the ballet is considered an at- 
traction and adds beauty, and fre- 
quently many more dollars to the box 
office.

Dry Land for Cherry Trees. | 
| American Cultivater. j 

The wet weather the present 
summer, about the time the {ruit 
should ripen, is causing cherries to rot 
in many places where they usually at- 
tain perfection. The fact suggests 
some interesting questions about the 
necessary conditions for the best 
culture of cherries. No tree fruit 
comes so early as this. The cherry is 
not out of blossom more than three 
or four weeks before the earlier 
varieties begin to color, and the fruit. 
including the stone with its enclosed 
seed, has been perfected some time 
earlier. Now, though cherries are the 
smallest of all fruits, their great 


abundance on a full-bearing tree must 


be a heavy drain, especially upon the 
mineral matters needed in perfecting 
the seed, It is known that all stone 
fruits are great consumers of potash. 
May it not be that the excess 
of other plant food and deficiency 
of this mineral may be the cause of 
cherries rotting even before they fully 
ripen? We have often seen the appli- 
cation of wood ashes as a fertilizer for 
the cherry tree strongly recommended. 
It is, indeed, one of the very best ma- 
nures forall stone fruits, aud may prove 
to have a value for preventing the rot- 
ting of cherries that has not before 
been suspected. If wood ashes cannot 
be had, the German potash salts may 
be used as a substitute, though wood 
ashes are preferable, as they contain 
other mineral elements, especially 
phosphate of lime, that may also be 
needed to perfect the fruit. 


An Opinion on Pruning. 
{Pacific Rural Press. | 

Mr. Bassford seems to think some 
of his neighbors have carried system 
in pruning too far. He says that when 
youcut the end of a limb, Nature 
seeks to repair the damage, and will 
send out two or four shoots. Thus 
you turn the strength of the tree to 
producing wood and foliage, and it 
cannot go, atthe same time, to the 
fruit. While it is all very 
well to 80 prune as to de- 
velop a healthy, strong tree near 
the ground for the first two or three 
ears, there are many mistakes made 
n cutting back after the tree bas 
reached bearing age, If you havea 
peach or apricot to deal with that is 
sure to set more fruit than it can 
mature, it may be well to cut back 
severely. But the case is different 
with the pear, prune or cherry. ith 
such trees his idea would be, cut back 
while forming your top; thin out when 
you are ee produce fruit.

Los ANGELES (Cal.,) July 24, 1890. 

Hon. James G. Blaine, Secretary of 
State, Washington, D. C.—My DEAR 
Sin: I have read your able correspond- 
ence with the British government. I 
take the liberty—as I think all reflect- 
ing men should do when important 
issues arise—of writing to say that 
your positions are incontrovertible; 
should be and will be sustained by the 
American people in whatever phase 
they may assume hereafter as emi- 
nently American, and based upon inter- 


d right. 
I think, too, that you bave made 4 national law and rig 


Great Britain, through its leaders, 
has never failed w essay every role 
which could bring power and wealth 
o that arrogant oligarchy. And the 
Prime Minister does not hesitate to 
pervert to his own argument facts and 
— which you have at once 
punctured with the truth. I am sure 
thats when you raise the American 
flag in response to the bullying nation 
of the earth there will be but one 
response from all classes of Americans, 
regardiess of party. 

Your efforts for years in regard to 
the unity of American republics is 
offensive especially to the British, and 
the success of a Pan-American union 
will be the amplest guarantee that 
Europeans thereafter must keep their 
hands out of all amefican affairs. 

There is in the near future cause for 
the most complete unity among our 
own people, North and South, East 
and West. in view of the black clouds 
which are looming up rapidly on the 
political horizon. And it is a matter 
of great regret to conservative men 
that the policy is changed today from 
that which you kept steadily in view 
when the Force Bill came before you 
as Speaker, and you then foresaw the 
dangers and trouble which would over- 
whelm the country if it was again rent 
with the passions of the calamity of 
sectional strife. I hope that a more 
calm consideration of possible events 
and complications at home as well as 
abroad may yet iacline the Senate to 
pause in legislation that can do no 
good—and may do irreparable injury. 

There has been no doubt in my mind 
for ten gears past that another conflict 
‘with England was sure and insur- 
mountable. Whether it should come 
in the shape of a collision over the 
Canadian flaheries, or Bering Straits, 
or something else, it is predoomed to 
come. A dishonorable peace is a thou- 
sand times worse than an honorable 
war—whatever may be the pecunia 
advantages of the one, or the disad- 
Vantages and destruction of the other. 
The United States today is the fore- 
most nation of the world in progress, 
Sulightenment, power and wealth. Per- 
‘haps we are behindhand somewhat in 
ohr naval defenses and our navy, but 

from our position will not count 
mach in a great war; for we are as im- 
gnable on land as Great Britain 
boasted from her island, and her

‘Outside of the great culmination of 

hecy, which to so many of the 
wisest men of our day foreshadowed 
the coming conflict in this decade, 
there are continuous events shaping 
the policy of nations in such manner 
as to leave no doubt as to the probable 
catastrophes which must come in the 
next year or two. 

Even China is creating her vast 
navy aud great armies for some pur- 
pose which we will not fully fathom 
until the immediate declaration in 
armed hostility. And whilst many be- 
lieve that Russia is the objective Chi- 
nese policy, it is my view that the long- 
concentrated and venomous hatred of 
England will direct the action at 
Pekin.

Blackberrles and Dewberrles.

The Lucretia dewberry has been ad- 
vertised well, and is really a superb 
fruit; but it must be laid down for 
winter. The fruit is enormously large, 
very early and excellent. It can only 
be grown well by being tied to stakes 
— bent back on about three feet of 
on. 


There are two drawbacks to black- 
berry culture which seriously mar our 
pleasure and profit. The worst difii- 

culty is with the cruel thorns. Women 
cannot gather the fruit without having 
their clothes torn to rags. The 
rust is another serious trouble. The 
remedy for this fungus is to cut and 
turn. Ishould not try to cultivate 
any sort that rusted to any extent. 
With me Kittatinny aloneis diseased, 
and that rarely. This rust is mis- 
chievous malady, anditisnot advisa- 
ble to propagate it. It is not confined 
to the blackberry. 

The kind of soil for the blackberry is 
invatiably d well-drained, strong 
clay, if possible; but well drained it 
must be. If I intended to cultivate a 

lantation, I should have the rows ten 
eet apart and a row of potatoes be- 
tween.

OUR ELLEN OSBORN’S LETTER. 


British Women Out of Doors—Mus- 
lin Gowns, Elbowing Sealskins 
Trying to Be Happy in 
Spite of the Rain.

DEEPDENE, July 22.—[Speclal Corre- 
spondence.] An English garden party 
is, in some things, very like and in 
others quite unlike its American 
namesake, It is apt to be a more 
formal function. The hour of assem- 
bling is much the same, about 4 in the 
afternoon. The house, if it be mod- 
ern, as most houses even in old Eng- 
land are, 1s probably of light stone, 
square, and higher than the old types, 
often plain, even to the point of se- 
verity, in its external features; less 
pleasing to the eye than the rose- 
embowered or ivy- grown cottages. To 
one side is a group of fine old 


trees, disposed as English gardeners 
bave the trick of arranging or leaving 
them. Curving up to the entrance, 
not encroaching on the generous bit of 
turf just in front, is the carriage drive, 
that winds in and out among the 
thickest hawthorn shrubs and the 
holly, under overarching oaks and 
chestnuts, part rocks crusted with 
lichens and overgrown with vines, 


crossing a beck by a low arched stone 


bridge, circling a knoll from the gray 
stone gate lodge a quarter of a mile, 
half a mile, or perhaps even a mile 
away. An English gentleman can 
content himself with a small house and 
a very little bit of land, but he cer- 
tainly doean’t like to do so.

United States is not an entirely un- 


happy one, so far as his domestic ar- 
rangements are concerned, says a 
Washington correspondent of the New | 


York Star. He has no occasion to 
bother himself much about market 
bilis, or rents, or servants, or gas or 
plumbers’ bills. With ordinary pra- 
dence he can manage to pull through 
on the allowance made by Con- 
gress without involving himself in 
debt, as Jefferson and some of the 
earlier Presidents are said to have 
done during their occupancy of the 
executive mansion.

should not advise any man to join the 
Democratic or Republican parties sim- 
ply because he had been reared in that 
particular faith. Let him decide the 
question of his political manhood for 
bimself. ‘Traditions are all very well, 
but every man is surer of himself who 
makes his own independent investi ga- 
tion and forms his own opinions. 

Naturally. as a Republican from con- 
viction, I believe that a careful study 
of the political conditions of the day 
by an intelligent man will lead him 
directly into the ranks of the Republi- 
can party; but I recognize the right of 
intelligent men to honestly differ on 
political as well as other questions. In 
short, I do not hesitate to say that an 
honest and sincere. Democrat from 
conviction, who labors in his party 
vineyard, is a better citizen and a 
greater credit to the country than the 
wearisome, individual who finds poli- 
ties a bore, and never has time to 
attend primaries or perform any of the 
other solemn political obligations of 
citizenship. ;

It should be made impos- 
sible for a dishonest or unclean man 
to secure a nomination for any office 
or an election in the event of his 
nomination. 

A great change is going on in the 
ublic mind. The people are getting 
nto a mood to administer a stinging 
rebuke to the sham reformers and hum- 
bugs of the duy. My only regret is 
that they have not moved sooner. If 
the young men will only join hands 
they can render the rebuke so over- 
whelming that it will be an object les- 
son to many future generations.
